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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is responsive to the amendment filed May 6, 2005. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5,7-8 and 10, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by GB ('093), 

GB discloses a backing plate for a disk assembly of a force transmitting 
aggregate, a ring shaped core plate (14), and a ring shaped U shaped backing shell 
(17, 24), flat surfaces, profiling, and a groove. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over GB (093) 
in view of FR ('005). 

GB does not show a splined backing plate. FR, on the other hand, discloses a 
conventional disk assembly of a force transmitting aggregate having a splined backing 
plate (52). 
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Then, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to spline the backing shell of GB in view of FR to reduce 
the number of parts. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed May 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Concerning applicant's argument that GB does not show a backing plate with an 
annular groove, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The backing shells (17, 24) 
disclosed by GB are formed by a C-shaped element defining a grove between its axially 
extending portions. This groove would have inherently strengthened the element since 
it's a well known engineering principle that box-sections and/or beams are some of the 
most structurally sound configurations. Concerning the core plate, it also appears that 
GB discloses a core plate immediately adjacent the shell and corresponding flat 
surfaces defining contact portions. For theses reasons, the rejection is deemed proper 
(see pictorial clarification above). 
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Concerning applicant's argument regarding claim 9, lin response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
